OOYLESTOWN. 


Court matters are' again the topic of 


conversation at the county seat. 
At a ses- 


sion of argument court, which began liere 
in Monday, the matter of licenses came up, 
ind the court filed a-tmmber of papers re- 
atiug to bvtels and restaurants, especially 
liote in Doylestown. 
The Hcemre of the 


fountain House here, Daniel McLaughliu 
iroprietor, was revoke'. 
This is tbe lead- 


'ug hotel in the county seat, a propeity 
rolued at fully $60,000. 
The court stated 


.lint it was fully cognizant of the prominence 
aud importance of tbe place, but the pro- 
irietor liad behaved in a manner that iudi- 
:ated he was either ignorant of the law or 
iad been extremely reckless in complying 
with its prtivisious. 
The bartender had 


ieen convicted and fined for violating the 
aw. and tu« proprietor liad not been vigil- 
ant in observing it 
Therefore the license 


ould be revoked. Counsel for McLaughlin 


asked that the license be transferred to the 
wife of the proprietor, who has a large 
>ecuniary interest in the propeity. 
The 


court stated that th s suggestion would be 
considered and temporality dismissed the 
mailer by c'irecling the attention ol counsel 
to tbe fuct that in making his application for 
a renewal of the license the proprietor had 
upon his petition the names of one or two 
citizens in the restricted class, which the 
court said was a grave mistake, as an inn- 
ce?per ought to know better than to place 
jjmsvlf under obligation lo or in Ultimate 
relations with persons of this characle*r. 
In 


refeiring to 
the investigation 
into the 


method of conducting the liquor traffic here 
.he court said it had no apologies to make 
and would uphold the law in spite of adverse 
criticism from so-called respectable-citizens. 


In the cases of other hotel keepers here 


he licenses were granted, the couil stating 
that the evidence bad disclosed the fact that 
they had endeavored to observe the law. In 
the cases of Mrs. Sarah Huber, proprietor rf 
a wholesale store, and Will.am Suhoner and 
Frank Billeibeck, proprietois ot restaur- 
ants, the licenses were granted with a warn* 
ing to suppress the,"growler" trade mid to 
exercise more discrimination in tbe sale to 
certain customers and with reference lo the 
liour of closing. 
The petitioners were also 


directed to pnty aceitam proportion of the 
costs of tbe investigation, the amount to be 
adjudged by the court. The hotel men were 
advised to abandon the bottle trade unless 
all snob articles contained tbe name of the 
vendor blown in the glass, a provision 
bottlers must comply with. 


The application of Jacob M. Winder, for a 


wholesale bouse in Bristol, was gianted, tbe 
court stating that under tbe law there was 
no reason to refuse tbe petition. 


Licenses were refused Abraham M. Young- 


kin, Riegelsville, and John Thompson, Wy- 
combe, both applicants for new plitces. The 
licenses of Jidiu H. Nickel, Bucksville, and 
Oliver Kimenhour, Harrow hotel, applica- 
tions for renewal, were held up pending en 
investigation into alleged violations of tbe 
law. 


With the exception of the cases slated all 


the old applications for renewal were 
granted. 


With regard to tbe Maennerchor Club, of 


Poyleelown, which bad also been the sub- 
jecdof investigation, the court stated that 
love of beer and fame had brought the or- 
ganization to the verge o( legal inquiry, and 
it would advise the members to weed out the 
smugglers and traders in beer anl to also 
rid the clob of Beit seeking politicians who 
were a disadvantage to it. 


On Monday afternoon the cases of John 


Livezey and William Ash, of Doylestown, 
the young men convicted of furuishingliquor 
to minors and to persons of intemperate 
habits, were taken up. 
Both bod been 


sentenced at last term to pay $500 fine and 
undergo an imprisoument in the county jail 
for eight mouths, but this sentence, it was 
contended by their counsel, was wrongfully 
imposed because (he defendants had not 
been convicted of the offence under which 
they bad been sentenced, that of selling 
wiihout a license. This was found to be the 
case, and therefore sentence was reoonsid 
ered. 
The court tben pronounced a second 


sentence, sending the defendants to the 
county jail for 90 days and imposing a fine 
of $50 


A small army of Italians, eighteen in all, 


were brought to the county jail on Monday 
evening by Constable Peters, of TuT.ytown, 
and Constable Rue, of Bristol, who were ac- 
companied l\y lour deputies. 
The Italians 


belonged to the gang of railroaders thai re- 
cently demanded an increase in wages and 
who threatened to burn property and do 
other damage because their demand was not 
complied with. 
The strike spread from 


Tacony to Jersey City, and the men brought 
to Doylestowu-comprised but a small pro- 
portion of those involved ia the affair. 
The 


prisoners here are charged with riot. 


Memorial Day was celebrated here with 


appropriate ceremonies. 
The exercis.es in- 


cluded a public meeting in tbe court house, 
which was addressed by Rev. Samuel Kelly, 
of Philadelphia. 
There was music by the 


Germania Baud, of Quakertown, including a 
morning concert on the court house lawn. 
After tbe meeting the people visited the 
cemetery and other burial grounds, where 
(he graves of soldiers were decorated. 
The 


services throughout were conducted by Gen- 
eral Bodine Pout, 806, G. A. K., assisted by 
the Sons of Veterans and members of Com- 
pany G, of the Nalu/nal Guards. 
Many 


visitors from the vicinity of the town wit- 
nessed the exercises. 


Children's Day was celebrated at Salem

music, were exceedingly interesting, and 
were enjoyed by a large number of people.

The strike of tbe Italian trackmen of the

and breach of the peace. The strike, as.is 
generally known, commenced Friday morn- 
ing, and the promoters, most of whom were 
from Bristol, took up their line of march 
eastward along the railroad tracks. Armed 
with slicks and shovelhandles the baud pro- 
ceeded as for as Lawrence, N. J., taking 
away the tools Irom the tiaokmen who were 
at woik, and with threats of violence, driv- 
ing them on before. On Saturday and Mon- 
day the same tactics were employed until 
during Monday forenoon, when Constable 
Peters, of this borough, with several of his 
deputies, captured eight of the most disor- 
deily men, and with the assistance of tbe 
officers of the railroad company, eighteen 
of the leading spirits were rounded up.

the hearing before 'Squire Wageuknight, the 
evidence showed t h a t intimidation and 
threats were being used to keep those who 
desired to work from so doing, and Ihe 
eighteen were therefore committed to jail in 
default of bail. After the constables bad 
left with the prisoners, the trackmen on this 
section began to go to work. They said they 
were afraid to go while the leaders weie 
around.

.grangers and butler men in the matters o! 
the appointment of a Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner, and the removal of Secretary of 
Agriculture John Hamilton and others. Tlie 
reaolntiona also recommended the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Jason Sexton, of Montgomery 
county as Dairy and Food Commissioner to 
succeed Lev! Wells, resigned. 


The pure food laws of the State have been 


outrageously disobeyed, and as a conse- 
quence, not only 1ms Ihe unsuspecting pub' 
lie b'jeu inveigled into pnying full butter 
prices for a deleterious mixture of vegetable 
and cinimal matter, but the farmers, dairy 
men and creamery men of the State have 
actually been defrauded out of several mil- 
lions of dollars annually. 


Thu delegates adopted a wise course in 


acting in a straightforward manner and 
seeking a personal interview with the Gov- 
ernor and presenting Iheir grievances in a 
gentlemanly manner. 


Governor Stone has made mistakes in

Harrlsburg, Junel 6.—A decision by 


the supreme court which will oblige 
the secretary of the commonwealth to 
advertise the proposed amendments to 
the constitution ia regarded as a great 
victory for the contractors -who are 
seeking to introduce the voting ma- 
chines Into Pennsylvania. 


Governor Stone vetoed the action of 


the last legislature In this matter upon 
the ground of public economy and that 
there was no popular demand for the 
proposed Innovation of voting ma- 
chines in this state. The matter was 
taken to the supreme court at the In- 
stance of the promoters of the voting 
machines, and several members of re- 
form associations joined in this issue, 
and as well as that of the proposed 
amendment to the constitution which 
would abolish the provision requiring 
uniform legislation upon the ballot 
Issue throughout the state. 
Under 


cover ot the agitation over the elec- 
tion frauds in Philadelphia and Alle- 
gheny, the lawyers for the voting ma- 
chine Interests pushed their cases, and 
have at last succeeded in getting a de- 
cision which nullifies the action of 
Governor Stone, who sought to block 
the voting machine game with his veto. 


LEAVE IT TO THE PEOPLE. 


The leaders of the Republican organ- 


ization of the state have not taken any 
positive stand upon this issue of hav- 
ing the proposed amendments go to a 
vote of the people. Before the suggest- 
ed amendments can come up to be 
voted upon at the general election they 
must be again voted upon by the state 
legislature. Meanwhile the secretary 
of the commonwealth must advertise 
the proposed amendments in every 
county of the state at a cost of proba- 
bly $40,000. The nominees of the Re- 
publican party for the legislature will 
use their own Judgment as to what at- 
titude to assume on the issue of the 
voting machines and the matter of 
wiping out the constitutional provi- 
sion requiring uniformity of legislation 
affecting the method of voting. They 
must learn the sentiment of their con- 
stituents. In this latter contention an 
effort Is being made to require personal 
registration of voters in certain sec- 
tions of the commonwealth. The great 
issue, however, will be upon the pro- 
posed introduction of the voting ma- 
chines. Samples of these machines 
were shown here during the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, when the pro- 
moters of the scheme had a strong lob- 
by on "the Hill," working in their in- 
terest among the members of both 
houses. 
It was then estimated that 


the cost of each machine would be 
about $235, and that as there are About 
7,000 voting precincts in Pennsylvania 
the total cost for the mere Introduc- 
tion of the machines would be over a 
million and a half dollars. This would 
not be counting tne cost of repairs and 
maintenance and storage between elec- 
tions. The machines are very Intri- 
cate pieces of mechanism and would 
require first class machinists to keep 
them in order. Should one of them 
get oflt of order on election day the 
whole scheme of election In that pre- 
cinct would fall. 


" NO MACHINE HONESTY. 


Another argument against the use of 


Toting machines is that it is conceded 
that no machine can make men honest 
who are otherwise disposed. The ar- 
rangement of the machine for which 
this fight is being made requires the 
voter to touch buttons <. which record 
the names of the candidates for whom 
the citizen desires to vote. It is point- 
ed out that there would be nothing to 
prevent dishonest men to permit im- 
personation of voters in this "push the 
button" scheme any more than there is 
to allow men to impersonate others In 
the casting of the ballots under the 
present system. It is quite probable 
that the people will carefully weigh 
the arguments pro and con on this 
matter of the introduction of the ma- 
chines before they ultimately decide to 
advocate the expenditure of a million 
and a half dollars upon an experi- 
mental proposition. Should these pro- 
posed amendments be approved by the 
next legislature they would then be 
submitted to a popular vote at the 
election to be held in November, 1901.

The Bicycle T«x Law. 


When Jud:;e Siniouton, of the Dauphin 


county court, rendered a decision ou Ihe 
29th ull., refusing to giant the side path 
commissioners of D.iuphin county a writ of 
mandamus to compel the county commis- 
sioners lo levy and collect ti bicycle lax for 
1900, for Ihe making of bicycle side paths, 
it was generally supposed Unit this was the 
firm judicial opinion on the subject in ques- 
tion in the .Slate. 
Judge Simonton held 


that Ihe bicyi le tax act was uncoiisiiiulioual, 
since it created a "special commission" in 
violation of article S, section 20, of ihe con- 
stitution. 


It now appears from information received 


from the allorney of the Huntingdon county 
side path commissioners, that Judge Uailey, 
of that county, granted a mandamus on the 
county commissioners of Huntingdon county, 
on May 13, 1899, requiring the levy and 
collection of the bicycle tax for 1900, hold- 
ing that side path 
commissioners are 


"officer!)" of tbe county and not a "special 
commission," which is in direct conflict 
with Ihe opinion rendered by Judge Simon- 
ion. 
Tbe Duuphiu county side path com-

The fish 
are scaled by being thrown into a large re- 
ceptacle, then covered with sand aud trodden 
by the fishermen. Tbe scales come off easily 
and the slippery nature of the fish is proof 
against injury from Hie men's boots. 


The fish aru then cleaned, their heads cut 


off, and they are dried and packed iu dry 
salt in barrels. Thousands of barrels are 
caught in a season.

Bristol over the strike of Italian laborers on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. The strike be- 
gan last Friday morning and the leaders of 
the gang succeeded in gelling Ihe men lo quit 
all along Ihe line from Philadelphia lo Jersey 
City, At this point no violence has occurred 
nor have any arre-ts been made. The police 
force lias been detailed to wa'ch in the vicin- 
ity of the tracks and special officers have 
been put upon Ihe patrolmen's regular beats 
while the regulars were watching J'or distur. 
bailees. 


The Italian settlements on. Cednr, Frank- 


lin and Penn streets have been the scenes of 
animated Italian discussio'ns and men, wom- 
en s.nd children have thronged Ihe streets in 
that vichiily but uo overt acts have been 
committed, 


The strikers include a gang of several 


hundred Italians and considerable disorder 
has prevailed at Torresdale, Tullytuwn and 
nenr Fraukford-. 
From Trenton lo Frank- 


ford track work is at a pracliial standstill. 


In a conflict with the sinkers at Tacony 


on Salurday morning several policemen were 
hurt and three of the striking Italians arres- 
ted. The arrested men were from Bristol. 
It is said that for some time past these men 
have been trying to organize the men who do 
ihe repair work along the Pennsylvania 
Iraoks on the New York division into a sort 
of labor union. 
Whether they actually suc- 


ceeded in this or not is not known, bui ou 
Friday they went down to Titoony and so 
impressed the Italian laborers with Ihe idea j 
that the twelve cents an hour they were le- 
ceiving for a ten-bowr day wns insufficient, 
that as soon as the pay car arrived and they 
were given their week's wages, they quit 
work m a body.

The Winder License. 


Judge Yerkes on Monday gave the follow- 


ing.reasons in a written opiniou for grant- 
ing the application of Jacob M. Winder for a 
new wholesale liquor license iu Bristol bor- 
ough: 
In the Court of Quarter Sessions of Bucks 
Comity: In the matter of tbe petition of Jacob 
M. Winder for a wholesale liquor license In 
the Borough of Bristol. 
By the Court; 1'he petitioner occupies a gro- 
cery store in the borough of Bristol and asks for 
a license to sell liquors by wholesale or In Quan- 
tities not less than^nie quart. TUe prohibition 
against grocery stores ot the Act regulating tbe 
licensing of retail dealers, therefore, does not 
apply to this case. 


Counsel for remonstrants frankly conceded 
that no objection would or could be raised to the 
applicant or place, but stated that tlis objection 
to tne license retted solely on the want of ne- 
cessity. The evidence upon this point is ulrnokt 
overwhelmingly Iu favor of the llcensa 
It cer- 
tainly is so strong that unless we rely IIIH>U Der- 
sonal knowledge, which In this case we do not 
have, and the Supreme and Superior Courts 
shall adhere to .their previous rulings, it would 
be useless to refuse the license.

In the cane of Jobnson'slicense. 186 Pa. State 
329, wherein the Supreme Court conceded that 
even in distiller's cases the Act of 18!) I conferred 
upon the Court a discretion to refuse a license 
on the ground of want ot necessity, smce de- 
parted fiom, Justice Oreen reversed tbe order 
refusing a license where the facts were much 
tbe same character as tnsge, declaring that the 
refusal was without a reason, was arbitrary and 
could not be the result of an opiu-on based upon 
the facts. See also as to wholesale license* Dun- 
lan'sHcense, 171 Pa. St. 
In the lioyiehtowti Distilling Company petition 
the Superior Court reversed this Court where the 
nnauttableness of the place wan distinctly given 
as a reason for the refusal, accompanied bv the 
statement that the particular place ought not 
to be licensed unlesn In cane of the strongest ne- 
cessity which did not appear. The reversal was 
mode because nece»slt> was considered as having 
some weight In overcoming an objection to the 
place. With these precedents before us, there 
wonld be little encouragement to refuse tne pe- 
tllloner a wholesale Iloenoe because unnecessary, 
and certainly It wonld 1 e nng&fe to do so where 
the proof Is as strong as In this case. Of course 
the higher courts have shifted tbetr exposition of 
the law In relation to this point and it Is [icu.-ible 
they mav change farther. All we can do Is to 
follow ih.em.os near as circumstances will guide 
us.
